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Second Class Citizens 

Massachusetts has no major river basins, It 
gets its electric power from fuel plants, rather than 
hydroelectric installations. But, up to June 30, 1955, 
Massachusetts taxpayers had put up nearly $226 
million for multi-purpose river basin projects. 

How can this be? The answer is that the proj- 
ects were built by government in other states, and 
partly financed with Massachusetts money. And 
what is true of Massachusetts is true throughout the 
■country. About 20 per cent of the power users of 
this country get power from government plants. The 
remaining 80 per cent get it from independent utility 
companies — and they help subsidize the power bills 
of the 20 per cent. 

They do that in various ways. Socialized power 
is wholly free of federal taxes. It is also either 
wholly free of local taxes or pays relatively small 
sums in lieu thereof. The socialized power projects 
get all manner of special privileges from the gov- 
ernment, at the expense of the general taxpayers. 
To make this sorry matter worse, socialized federal 
power is sold under a preference clause, which gives 
first rights to public bodies — municipalities, co-ops, 
public power districts, etc. — which also usually pay 
little or nothing in taxes. Customers of the inde- 
pendent utilities can have only what is left, if 
any. So they become second-class citizens in this — 
except when it comes to paying the taxesl

Where Woman Are Wiser 

The largest single group of shareholders in Am* 
erican enterprise consists of housewives and women 
who have no jobs, such as widows. They account for 
more than 34 per cent of all the shareholders in the 
whole country. 

That rather remarkable fact is reported by Vir- 
ginia Kachan, of International News Service. Miss 
Kachan goes on to tell more about women as in- 
vestors. For example, women take a different atti- 
tude in buying stock than do men. The head of a 
large brokerage firm told her: "A man with S1,000 
comes in with an apology for the smallness of the 
amount and asks if we will consent to take him on 
as a client. But a woman comes in with $200 or 
$300 and wants to know what we have to offer." 

In this instance the woman is far wiser than the 
man. The age when stock investment was limited 
to those with big money has long passed. Today 
all established brokers extend the welcome mat to 
people with small sums they wish to put into stock. 
Some time ago a Monthly Investment Plan, popu- 
larly known as MIP, was started and has met with 
an enthusiastic public response. Under it, a person 
can put aside modest sums each month or quarter, 
and gradually increase his share holdings on a pay- 
as-you-go basis. If he stops, for any reason, he 



doesn't lose — he gets whatever number of shares he 
has paid for. 

We have reached the point in this country where 
almost everyone, if he wishes, can become a capitalist, 
owning shares in America.

The Post Office Problem 

The financial problems of the post office de- 
partment have been in the headlines. The Postmas- 
ter General had to go to Congress for a $47 million 
deficiency appropriation to carry the department 
through this fiscal year, and ho estimates that, un- 
less rates are raised, the deficit in the next year wilt 
reach $051 million. 

Writing of post office troubles in the New York 
Times, Jay Walz points out that Congress has this 
broad problem on its hands — should it treat the post 
office as a business or as a public service? Mr. Walz 
adds: "If it is business, then postage charges should 
be raised until the post office can pay its own way 
. . . But just recently a Senate advisory committee 
turned in a report saying the post office is mainly a 
public service and its deficits are, therefore, not 
deficits at all, but expenses to be absorbed from 
taxes." 

This "public sen-ice" argument may have valid- 
ity when it comes to carrying matter which con- 
tributes to public knowledge and entertainment, 
and which is not in direct competition 
with existing private business. But is has no 
validity in the case of at least one service — parcel 
post. Parcel post is not a basic postal service func- 
tion — 'it did not come into existence until 1913. The 
law creating it specified that it should be self sus- 
taining and that is should not unnecessarily compete 
with private parcel or express organizations. But 
the fact is that it is in direct competition with such 
organizations, on a tax-subsidized basis — and that 
during much or most of its life it has operated at a 
deficit. 

Here is one place, at least, where the charges 
for a post office service should fully reflect and 
cover all the direct and indirect costs of providing 
that service.

Big Things and Little Things 

Here is a sound rule-of-thumb that every house- 

i holder can profitably follow: If your fire insurance 

has been in effect for a number of years without 

review or revision, it's an odds on bet that you arc 

seriously under-insured. 

Since 1945, statistics show, the cost of home build- 
, ing has just about doubled. So, if your home fire 
l insurance policy dates back to that or some compar- 
able time, you can imagine what could happen to 
your pocketbook if fire strikes. 

What is true of the home itself is true of prac- 
tically everything inside of it. For instance, the cost 
of household furniture, women's clothing and dinner- 
ware — items found in every home — has more than 
doubled since 1940. The cost of washing and sewing 
| machines has almost doubled. A similar inflation in 
the cost of the "little things", like books and bedding 
and curtains and so on has taken place. Those "little 
. things" add up to a surprisingly big total when an 
accurate inventory is made.

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Health Talk 



Personality Important In Total 
Health 

All of us have personality. 
Whether it Is good or bad depends 
largely on our ancestors, our en- 
vironment and the way we develop. 
But since a good personality en- 
genders good-will, everyone should 
strive to subordinate and control 
had traits, particularly those that 
create ill-feeling and resentment in 
others, To have a good personality 
is to add a link in the chain of In- 
gredients that make for total health, 
according to the Educational Com- 
mittee of the Illinois State Medical 
Society in Health Tolk. 

What»constitutes a good person- 
ality? Attitudes, personal habits, 
philosophy on living, particularly 
spiritual ideas, lack of subterfuge, 
and honesty In dealing with others 
form a capsule definition of a good 
personality. 

Personality is the quality that 
makes you distinct from another. 

It Is the characteristic that sets 
you apart In a group, giving you the 
power to radiate leadership and 
sincerity, attributes that apply in 
getting along with others, whether 
socialy or in business. 

The two divisions of good and 
bad personalities may be broken 
down into many segments. Medi- 
cally, for example, you 'may have 
a psychotic personality, that is 
your attitude to reality is altered. 
Or you may be psychoneurotic or 
one who appears to live and act 
normally, but whose emotions are 
disturbed by emotional conflict 

Another type of- personality 
makeup is found in persons who 
have strong aggressive tendencies, 
and who resort to any means to at- 
tain their personal, goal, honestly 
or dishonestly. Some persons ap- 
pear to have good personalities, in 
the cense they create the sugges- 
tion of a good disposition. This is 
the designing type who resorts to 
unfair strategy or scheming to 
achieve their selfish ends. Lying, 
fabricating or coloring of details are 
part of their equipment in "feather- 
ing their own nest." They arc su- 
perficial. 

Because every ■ human being is 
different, emotionally and physical- 
ly, accounts for the many types of 
personality. But a good person- 



ality can be developed if the desire 
is sufficiently deep-seated. . 

How can you go about it? First 
of oil by being sincere, not only 
with yourself but with others. Play 
the game of life straight. Can you 
live. with yourself? Is your con- 
science clear? Have you done noth- 
ing to create harm for those about 
you? Have you gone out of your 
way to do or say something pleas- 
ant,' meaning it, so that you con- 
tribute just a little to someone's 
happiness? - 

Not everyone is going to like you. 
This is human nature, so under- 
stand it. But In your efforts to 
achieve a good personality, why not 
look for traits in others that you 
would like in yourself? You must 
like yourself too and if you can 
sec something that will help im- 
prove your own makeup, this Is a 
step forward. 

Bad personality habits are just 
as unpleasant as the bad habits of 
slovenliness, unclcanliness, untidi- 
ness, and careless speech. And they 
breed mental disease just as poor 
sanitation does filth and infection. 

But, if you* try, you can eliminate 
these bad traits from your person- 
ality, just as medicine can over- 
come infection.

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Farmer's Debts 
Are Now on Par 
With His Assets 



NEW YORK— For the Hrst time 
in more than a decade, farmers' 
segregate debts are on a par with 
their cash assets, according to 
figures compiled by the U, S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. Both 
totals ore at new high levels, but 
debts have shown the greater rate 
of growth of the two in recent 
years, in -common with the trend 
in the rest of the economy. 

The Department of Agricul- 
ture estimates that farmers owed 
.an aggregate of $20.7 billions at 
the beginning of this year In 
mortgage and non-real estate debt, 
Including Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration loans. At that time, their 
combined holdings of currency, 
bank deposits (checking and sav- 
ings), U. S. Savings Bonds, and 
investments in cooperatives added 
up to an estimated $20.4 billions. 

Thus, when 1957 got underway, 
farmers had about 09 cents in cash 
for every dollar of debt. Relation- 
ships this low have not been seen 
since th« early Forties. Back In 
1050, for example, farmers had 
more than $1.40 In cash or its 
equivalent for every dollar they 
owed. The proportion was even 
higher at the end of World War 
It, reflecting wartime prosperity 
( which enabled farmers to save 
more than ever before during the 
period and at the same time to 
reduce their debts to the lowest 
levels in years. 

• However, the present relation- 
ship between financial assets and 
debts is still far better than it 
was in 1940, when farmers in the 
aggregate had only 50 cents in 
cash or its equivalent for every 
dollar they owed. Furthermore, 
other savings and assets in agri- 
culture have increased greatly in 
recent years. Bight now, for In- 
stance, three out of every four 
farm families own life insurance. 



Medicine, Religion 
In Closer Accord 

' fs CHICAGO— American medicine 
and religion are In closer accord 
j today than In any period In mod- 
trn times, according to the Jour- 
sal of the American Medical As- 
sociation. 

v A special article and editorial 
in the Journal discusses the grow- 
ing cooperation between our half 
million "men In black" and "men 
In white." 

► Perhaps this has happened be- 
cause the Individual is re-emerg- 
ing from his "part of the mass" 
status, which came with the mech- 
anization and specialization of so- 
ciety, the editorial states. With 
leisure time overtaking working 
time, the Individual shines again, 
and he "wants to know more about 
himself and how he relates to all 
men and all things of all times," 
i A Chicago physician, who par- 
ticipated in a two-and-a-half-hour 
struggle to revive a young man 
whose heart had stopped, said 
"Actually, we never were sure 
throughout that we were complete- 
ly alone in this thing. We knew 
we were getting some guidance." 



Free Ports Bolstering 
Greater World Trade 

WASHINGTON — Hollands free 
port at Amsterdam's Schiphol Air- 
port is the world's second shopping 
paradise catering exclusively to 
air travelers. Shannon, Ireland— a 
stopover for most transatlantic 
nights— first adapted the free port 
concept to the air lanes in 1947. 

Currently more than 100 free 
ports or similar facilities are 
maintained in 35 countries. While 
most are located in harbors, some 
are landlocked towns such as Linz, 
Austria, and Nogales. Mexico. 

Following the modern trend, the 
majority of free-trade areas arc 
tightly restricted zones within 
cites, Inaccessible to the public. 
Only a handful of internationalized 
ports such as Hong Konjj and Sing- 
apore still preserve the old free- 
wheeling traditions, with doors 
open to all comers and few or not 
duties imposed on imports. 



Farmer Saves Chickens 
By Using Blinders 

CHICAGO— A former in Holland 
discovered an ingenious solution 
to a familiar problem. When one 
of the chickens in his flock got ac- 
cidentally pecked and began to 
bleed, others in the flock, excited 
by the sight of blood, would peck 
the injured one to death. 

The farmer was losing a dozen 
chickens a week in this way until 
he had aluminum spectacles fas- 
tened to the birds so that they 
could not see ahead to attack each 
other but could still see downward 
and sidewise. The cannabllism 
then stopped, and chicken produc- 
tion went up 20 per cent.

In this 187-year period, business 
activity has risen in 90 years and 
declined In 71 years, a ratio of 
close to five to four In favor of 
prosperity, according to data com- 
piled by the Cleveland Trust Com- 
pany. In addition, business activi- 
ty was steady In an aggregate of 

six years. 

The bias toward good times has 
improved since the nation's earli- 
er days. The figures show that 
business activity declined about 
as much as it rose in the period 
from 1790 to the middle of the 
last century. Since then, business 
activity was on the upgrade in half 
again as many years a< it went 
down, even with the decade of the 
Thirties which was the longest and 
deepest depression on record.

Married Folks Live 
Longer Than Single 

NEW YORK— Married people, 
live longer, and It Isn't— as com- 
ics have declared— that It Just 
seems longer. 

Statisticians report lower mor- 
tality experience among the mar- 
ried than among- persons who re- 
main single, or those whose mar- 
riage has been broken by death 
or divorce. 

The married have an advantage 
as to mortality at every period of 
life, particularly prior to age 45. 
Among males at ages 20-44, for 
example, the death rate for the 
married is only about half that 
for the single, tnd an even smaller 
fraction of the rate for the wid- 
owed or divorced. 

The difference is not co marked 
among females, and It is only re- 
cently that married women have 
had a lower mortality than the 
unmarried at every age. As late 
as 1940 the death rate at ages 20-24 
was slightly higher for the mar- 
ried.

Qualify for 500 Pound 
Club in State for 1956 



Lake County ranks among the top 
Illinois Counties in the number oi 
dairy cows qualified for the 1956 
Illinois 500 Pound Butterfat Cow 
Club, according to Ray T. Nicholas, 
Lake County Farm Adviser. J. G. 
Cash extension dairy specialist of 
the University of Illinois has just 
announced that 200 Lake County 
cows qualified for the 500 pound 
club. These cows are owned by 37 
county dairymen who are members 
of the Lake County Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association. 

Farm Adviser, Nicholas, reports 
that dairymen with the most cows 
to qualify for the 500-pound Butter- 
fat Cow Club includes Grace Roney 
Farm No. 1 with 27; Golden Oaks 
Farm, 21; Alfred Ames, 17; Henry 
Wegener, 13; and Rite-Way Products 
Company Farm, 10. 

The highest-producing cow in the 
county was owned by Golden Oaks 
Farm. She produced 784 pounds of 
butterfat. Other cows in the top 
five were owned by Alfred Ames, 
782 pounds; Grace Roney Farm No. 
1, 779; Henry Wegener, 738; and 
Golden Oaks Farm, 718. 

This is the 34th year of the 500- 
Pound Club. It was organized in 
1923 to encourage good dairy prac- 
tices and to focus attention on high- 
producing cows and herds in Illinois. 
Cows qualify automatically if they 
produce 500 or more pounds of but- 
terfat in a 305-day lactation period 
or less and are reported by dairy 
herd improvement association sup- 
ervisors. 



Motion Sickness 
Need Not Spoil 
Family Vacation 

CHICAGO— You don't have to 
worry about that old vacation bug- 
aboo, motion sickness, according 
to a Minneapolis doctor. 

Under most circumstances, mo- 
tion sickness can be wardud ofl. 
and even when preventive meas- 
ures fnil, drugs arc available to 
give relief, Dr. John E. Eichcn- 
laub said. 

Motion sickness results from 
"too much norve-tickling action" 
in the ear's labyrinth, the organ 
that helps a person keep his bal- 
ance. Keeping the head steady re- 
duces this action. The head can 
be steadied by leaning it against 
a headrest, bracing it In position 
with pillows or by focusing the 
eyes on the horizon. 

It is not wise, he said, to focus 
on rapidly passing objects, such 
as autos or telephone poles, since 
the background seems to "dip and 
plunge." The same thing happens 
when one reads or does fancy 
work. It's all right to read if you 
choose big type, and periodically 
look away. Crocheting and knit- 
ting should be done only if you 
can do it without looking, he said. 

Youngsters can be encouraged 
to focus on the horizon by playing 
anlmal-or tractor-spotting games, 
but not license-spotting games. 
1 This background dipping and 
plunging effect is probably the 
chief reason for extra risk of sick- 
ness In certain airplane scats, 
especially in those on the left side 
just back of the wing, he said. 
The plane usually turns left and 
when the passenger can sec down 
but can't get a brood long view, 
he looks at the passing landscape 
with short, rapid eye movements. 



So stay on the right, either front 
or roar, and keep the eyes on the 
horizon to minimize air sickness,

Eyesight Tests 
Show Child's Need 

NEW YORK— For some time 
Kansas has Leon conducting a 
statewide program of giving com- 
prehensive eyesight tests to school- 
children, * tests which go much 
farther than a mere check with 
the old Snellen chart. The pur- 
pose Is to screen out children with 
seeing faults and advise them to 
get eye care from specialists. 

Results show that one out of 
every five of the Kansas young- 
sters had some visual trouble seri- 
ous enough to Impair his school- 
work— and the children in other 
parts of the country ore undoubt- 
edly fully as deficient. Specialists, 
teachers, mothers, and high school 
student volunteers cooperate in 
giving the 20-mlnute tests. 

Out of one group of 1.200 Kan- 
sas children screened, more than 
300 revealed seeing troubles which 
had never been detected before. 
The ones which show up most fre- 
quently are nearsightedness, far- 
sightedness, astigmatism, lack of 
depth perception, one-eyed seeing 
and glaucoma, 
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Women Better Spotting 
Cancer Than Men 

NEW YORK — The overage 
housewife has to be fast on her 
feet to cope with all the high- 
pressure salesmen that come 
pounding on her door. She has to 
detect the good from the bad— 
the reliable from the phony. But 
this training, this ability to tell 
true from false is paying off in 
women's lives— this year 19,000 
women will be saved from cancer 
who would have died a decade ago 
largely because they have learned 
to sift facts and do die right thing. 

The result is that for the first 
time on record, less women than 
men arc dying of malignant tu- 
mors. Women just can't be fooled 
by household remedies, by pills or 
secret cures for cancer. More and 
more they ore heeding the advice 
of the American Cancer Society 
and going for regular physical 
checkups. 



Oldest Annuitant 
Is 104 Years Old 

NEW YORK— The oldest annul- 
tant on the books of the nation's 
life insurance companies recently 
celebrated her 104th birthday. 

Miss Sarah A. Walker, who was 
born March 30, 1853, in Wayland 
(then Marshall), Iowa, and now 
lives in Los Angeles. California, 
has already received S2.50 for each 
$1 invested in the annuities in 1910 
when she was 65. She bought three 
small annuities to supplement her 
other income resources and has 
been drawing income checks for 
38 years. 

Al last count, there were GOO an- 
nuitants who had reached 05 years 
of age, and 40 of these were cen- 
tenarians.
